Autobiography of Peter Cartwright 
Peter Cartwright was one of the 
first circuit riders and certainly 
one of the best known in the dis­ 
tricts. The 34 chapters in this auto­ 
biography cover the period from 
his birth in 1885 to the time of his 
writing in 1886 
For 53 years— he served as a 
traveling peacher in the Methodist 
connection. He acquired, almost 
ledgendary status, and miraculous 
tales of his feats spread through 
the land. 
As a personal narrative this is 
a remarkable and highly enter­ 
taining autobiography. He tells one 
story after another about his many 
adventures on the frontier - routing 
rowdies from the camp meetings, 
outwitting proselyting ministers of 
other denominations, debating on 
religion with an atheistic army cap 
tain on a river steamboat, attend 
ing Bishop Asbury’s funeral, and 
many more incidents. 
Interspersed among those stories 
are accounts of Cartwright's trav­ 
els, the conferences, the bishops— 
as well as his views on other de­ 
nominations. slavery, and educated 
ministry, dram drinking, and the 
usefulness of camp meetings. 
Here too is valuable source book 
on the history of Methodist and 
religion in general in the area be­ 
tween Middle Tennessee and Up­ 
per Illinois.

Autobiography of Peter Cartwright 
Peter Cartwright was one of the 
first circuit riders and certainly 
one of the best known in the dis­ 
tricts. The 34 chapters in this auto­ 
biography cover the period from 
his birth in 1885 to the time of his 
writing in 1886 
For 53 years— he served as a 
traveling peacher in the Methodist 
connection. He acquired, almost 
ledgendary status, and miraculous 
tales of his feats spread through 
the land. 
As a personal narrative this is 
a remarkable and highly enter­ 
taining autobiography. He tells one 
story after another about his many 
adventures on the frontier - routing 
rowdies from the camp meetings, 
outwitting proselyting ministers of 
other denominations, debating on 
religion w’ith an atheistic army cap 
tain on a river steamboat, attend­ 
ing Bishop Asbury’s funeral, and 
many more incidents. 
Interspersed among those stories 
• re accounts of Cartwright’s trav­ 
els, the conferences, the bishops— 
as well as his views on other de­ 
nominations, slavery, and educated 
ministry, dram drinking, and the 
usefulness of camp meetings.

Of State Capitol 
Missouri public health engineers 
are searching for radio-active ma­ 
terials on top of the state office 
building in Jefferson City. They’re 
finding the radio-active substan­ 
ces. too-but in normal amounts 
only. 
The project of sampling the ra­ 
diation of solid particles in t h e 
pure Missouri air started April 17 
on the roof of the eight story 
state office building.

According to Lewis Garber, Mis 
souri public health engineer, the 
study is not being taken because of 
any potential danger but to deter­ 
mine basic information about ra­ 
diation.

The 
filter pad traps all the radio-ac­ 
tive solids in the air. 
From the m aterials taken from 
the filter, the amount of radiation 
normally present in the air i s 
checked with detection gadgets. 
The samples and the readings are 
then mailed to the U. S. Public He- 
lth Service at Bethesda, Md., wher 
more detailed, sensitive checks are 
made. 
The Missouri tests of ra­ 
diation will be made every 2 4 
hours until mid-October.
